admits the usefulness of inference in determining the nature 
of all worldy things where perceptual experience is available ; 
but inference cannot be employed for establishing any dogma 
regarding the transcendental world, or life after death or 
the laws of Karma, which cannot be available to ordinary 
perceptual experience. The main reason for upholding such 
a distinction between the validity of experience in our 
practical life of ordinary experierce, and in ascertaining 
transcending truths beyond experience lies in this, that an 
inductive generalization is made by observing a large number 
of eases of agreement in presence, together with agreement 
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in.absence, and no case of agreement in presence can be 
observed in the transcendent sphere ; for even if such spheres 
existed they could not be perceived by the senses. Thus, since 
in the supposed supra-sensuous transcendent world no case 
of a hetu agreeing with the presence of its sadhya can be 
observed, no inductive generalization or law of concomitance 
can be made, relating to this sphere.

Such heretics appear to have been numerous when the Insti¬ 
tutes were compiled, as the faithful are warned (IV: 61) against 
living in a village 'overrun with heretics'; 'a kingdom in 
which sudras predominate, overrun with nihilists and destitute 
of Brahmins' is said (VIII: 22 ) to be doomed to destruction ; 
a king who is a nihilist is threatend with perdition (VIII. 309) 
and it is enjoined (IX : 225) that heretics shall be banished. 
Allusion is said to be made in V, 89, 90 and VIII, 363 to female 
anchorites of a heretical religion.

Fatalism proper finds no place in orthodox Hinduism, Buddhism, 
or Jainism-..The Indian doctrine of karma, as it is usually inter¬ 
preted, provides a rigid framework within which the individual 
is able to move freely and to act on his own decision... 

This doctrine Gosala opposed. For him, belief in free will was 
a vulgar error. The strong, the forceful, and the courageous, 
like the weakling, the idler, and the coward, were all completely 
subject to the one principle which determined all things... 

The path of transmigration was rigidly laid out and every soul 
was fated to run the same course through a period of 8,400,000 
mahakalpas. This figure is corroborated by independent 
testimony, and is a measure of the gigantic and weary universe 
of the Ajivika cosmologists.

The influence of the Lokayatikas and the Kapalikas is 
still strong in India. There is a sect and a numerous one 
too, the followers of which believe that deha or the material 
human body is all that should be cared for, and their religious 
practices are concerned with the union of men and women 
and their success ( siddki ) varies according to the duration of 
the union. They call themselves Vaisnavas, but they do not 
believe in Vishnu or Krishna or their incarnations. They 
believe in deha. They have another name Sahajia, which is 
the name of a sect of Buddhists which arose from Mahayana 
in the last four centuries of their existence in India.'**'

With each generation, labour itself became different, more 
perfect, more diversified. Agriculture was added to hunting and 
cattle breeding, then spining, weaving, metal-working, pottery

and navigation. Along with trade and industry, there appeared 
finally art and science. From tribes there developed nations 
and states. Law and politics arose, and with them ' the 
fantastic reflection of human things in human mind: religion. 
In the face of aU these creations which appeared in the first place 
to be products of the mind , and which seemed to dominate human 
society, the more modest productions of the working hand retreated 
into the background, the more so since the mind that plans the 
labour-process already at a very early stage of development of 
society—was able to have the labour that had been planned carried 
out by other hands than its own. All merit for the swift advance 
of civilization was ascribed to the mind, to the development 
and activity of the brain. Men became accustomed to 
explain their actions from their thoughts, instead of from 
their needs—(which in any case are reflected and come to 
consciousness in the mind)— and so there arose in the course of 
time that idealistic outlook on the world which, especially since the 
decline of the ancient world, has dominated men’s minds.

Our learned author, who is perhaps too well read in modern 
anthropology, seems to give the absolute dictum that animal 
names of persons and clans imply totemism. This is no longer 
a new theory. On the contrary, taken in so universal an 
application it is a theory already on the wane, and it seems to 
us injudicious to apply it at random to the Rigveda. As a means 
of explanation it requires great circumspection, as is evinced 
by the practice of American Indians, among whom it is a well* 

known fact that animal names not of totemic origin are given, 

% 

although many of the tribes do have totem-names. For 
example, in the Rigveda, Cucumber and Tortoise certainly 
appear to indicate totemism. But when we hear that Mr. 
Cucumber was so called because of his numerous family we 
must remain in doubt whether this was not the real reason- 
Such family events are apt to receive the mocking admiration of 
contemporaries. Again, Mr. Tortoise is the son of Gritsamada, 
a name smacking strongly of the sacrifice, a thoroughly priestly 

name, and it is not his ancestor but his son who is called 

* • 

Tortoise, very likely because he was slow. The descendents of 
his son will be called “sons of the tortoise", but there is' 
no proof of totemism; on the contrary, there is here direct 
evidence that totemistic appearance may be found without 
totemism. We can scarcely believe that Gritsamada's ritualistic 
educated son ever worshipped the tortoise. 

Clearly enough, it is in the later litereture that one is brought 
into closest rapport with the anthropological data of the other

peoples. This is due to the fact that the more the Hindus 

penetrated into India die more they absorbed the eidt of the

un-Aryan nations, and it is from this rather than the refined'

priestliness of the Rigvedic Aryans that one may get parallels 
to the conceptions of Cis-Indic barbarism.

One element in the rite we have already observed, and that is 
that it be done collectively, by a number of persons feeling the 
same emotion.

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Commencing, then, with the Australians and Polynesians, 
following with the American Indian tribes, and concluding 
with the Roman and Grecian, who afford the highest exem¬ 
plifications respectively of the six great stages of human 
progress, the sum of their united experiences may be supposed 
fairly to represent that of the human family from the Middle 
Status of savagery to the end of ancient civilization. Conse¬ 
quently, the Aryan nations will find the type of the condition 
of their remote ancestors, when in savagery, in that of the 
Australians and Polynesians; when in the Lower Status of 
barbarism, in that of the partially village Indians of America; 
and when in the Middle Status, in that of the Village Indians, 
with which their own experience in the Upper Status directly 
connects. So essentially identical are the arts, institutions 
and mode of life in the same status, upon all the continents, 
'that the archaic form of the principal domestic institutions of 
the Greeks and Romans must even now be sought in the 
corresponding institutions of the American aborigines,. 

In studying the condition of tribes and nations in these 
several ethnical periods we are dealing, substantially, with the 
ancient history and condition of our own remote ancestors.***

.the social institutions of these modem tribes have not 

remained stationary. They have continued to develop, but 
only in directions' determined by the prevailing mode of pro¬ 
duction. This is the key to the problem. If, for example, 
we examine the Australian forms of totemism, exogamy, 
and initiation, and compare them with similar insti¬ 
tutions elsewhere, we find that they are extraordinarily 
elaborate, pointing to a long period of development. But 
these are all institutions characteristic of a simple hunting 
economy. In other words, just as the economic development 
of these tribes is stunted, so their culture is ingrown. And 
consequently, while we cannot expect to find such institutions 
in palaeolithic Europe in the same form, we are likely to find 
them there in some form.

AsGancsa was perhaps originally the special deity of the 
Gqnas —wild Aryan tribes, inhabiting desert wastes, mountains 
and forests,—he was probably, in later times affiliated to 
Pasupati ( Sankara ) and Bhutapati ( Siva ) ; and when he was 
admitted to the higher Aryan pantheon, various descriptions of 








his origin were given in the Puranas, as necessity arose. These 
explanations might have taken centuries to grow.

Until nearly the end of the last century, the Santals were 

the pests of the neighbouring plains.But in 1789, the 

British Government granted a proprietary right in the soil 
to the land-holders of Bengal under the arrangements which 
four years later became the Permanent Settlement. Forthwith, 
every landholder tried to increase the cultivated area on his 
estate, now become his own property. The Santals and 
other wild tribes were tempted to issue from their fastness 
by high wages and rent-free farms. “Every proprietor", said 
a London newspaper, the Morning Chronicle, in 1792, "is 
collecting husbandmen from the hills to improve his lowlands." 
The English officers found they had a new race to deal with, 
and gradually own them to peaceful habits by grants 
of land and ‘exemption from all taxes.’

......ever since the Aryans came to Bengal, it has been the 

main object with them to proselytize the aborigines, and large 
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number of the latter have now entered into the ranks of 
Hinduism but forming separate castes of their own... Dr. 
Hunter starts a very interesting question, namely what 
proportion of the total population of Bengal are Hinduised 

t 

aborigines. To this he gives a very imperfect answer. 

Out of a total population of thirtyseven million of Bengal 
proper Mr. Beverley recons the aborigines (Santals, Garos 
etc. ) at nearly 4,00,000 and the Hiduised aborigines at a 
little over 5 million. Under this last head'he includes such 
peoples as the Bagdi, the Buna, the Camar, the Muchi, 
the Candal, the Dome and the ( Hari, the Kaora, the Mai, 
the Mathor and many other tribes. Though all these are 
recorded as Hindus now, any one who has carefully observed 
their peculiar modes of living in our villages, would have no 
difficulty in setting them down as descended from the 
aboriginal stock. 3PM&5 WClf toft fan 

Deducting then half a million of aborigines, five million of 
Hinduised aborigines, two and half a million of high caste 
Hindus and half a million of high-caste Mohammedans from 
the total of nearly 37 million, we have about 28 million 
still to account for. The question arises, then, have these 
28 million descended from the aboriginal stock ? §1^ 

KCTtEaf fire? ^ : The Aryan 

conquerors of Bengal, after causing their religion to be widely 
spread through the land, did not and could not exterminate 
the aboriginal tillers of the soil. It stands to reason to 
suppose that, while the brave and fierce aborigines retired 
to the wilds and fastness of Bengal, the weaker population 
accepted the religion of their conquerors and remained, as 
they were before, the tillers of the soil.

In this manner the organs of the gentile constitution were 
gradually torn from their roots in the people, in gens, phartry 
and tribe, and the whole gentile order was transformed into 
its opposite : from an organization of tribes for the free 
administration of their own affairs it became an organization 
for plundering and oppressing their own neighbours; and 
correspondingly, its organs were transformed from instruments 
of the will of the people into independent organs for ruling 
and oppressing their own people.

The whole income belonging to every village is, as already 
stated, divided into two parts, of which one belongs to the 
Raja, die other to the cultivators; but proportionate shares 
are also received by the Provost of the place, the Judge, the 
Water-Surveyor, the Brahmin who superintends religious 
worship,, the Astrologer (who is also a Brahmin, and 
announces the days of good and ill omen), the Smith, the 
Carpenter, the Potter, the Washerman, the Barber, the 
Physician, the Dancing girls, the Musician, the Poet. This 
arrangement is fixed and immutable, and subject to no one’s 
will. All political revolutions, therefore, are matters of indiff¬ 
erence to the common Hindoo, for his lot is unchanged,

‘ Those small and extremely ancient Indian communities, some 
of which have continued down to this day, are based on 
possession in comigon of the land, on the blending of agri¬ 
culture and handicrafts, and on an unalterable division of 
labour, which serves, whenever a new community is started, - 
as a plan and scheme ready cut and dried. Occupying areas 
of >from 100 up to several thousand acres, each forms a 

compact whole producing all it requires. The chief part 
% 

of the products is destined for direct use by the community 




« 

itself, and does not take the form of a commodity. Hence, 
production here is independent of that division of labour 
brought about, in Indian society as a whole, by means of the 
exchange of commodities. It is the surplus alone that 
becomes a commodity, and a portion of even that, not 
until it has reached the hands of the State, into whose hands 
‘ from time immemorial a certain quantity of these products 
has found its way in the shape of rent in kind. The 
constitution of these communities varies in different parts 
of India. In those of the simplest form, the land is tilled in 
common, and the produce divided among the members. At 
the same time, spinning and weaving are carried on in 
each family as subsidiary industries. Side by side with 
the masses thus occupied with one and the same work, 
we find the “chief inhabitant”, who is judge, police, 
and tax-gatherer in one; the book-keeper, who keeps the 
accounts of the tillage and registers everything relating 
thereto; another official, who prosecutes criminals, pro¬ 
tects strangers travelling through and escorts them to the 
next village; the boundary man, who guards the boundaries 
against neighbouring communities; the water-overseer, 
who distributes the water from the common tanks for 
irrigation, the Brahmin, who conducts the religious services; 
the schoolmaster, who on the sand teaches the children 
reading and writing ; the calender-Brahmin, or Astrologer, 
who makes known the lucky or unlucky days for seed-time 
and' harvest, and for every other kind of agricultural work; 
a smith and a carpenter, who make and repair all the agri¬ 
cultural implements; the potter, who makes all the pottery 
of the village; the barber, the washerman, who washes 
clothes, the silversmith, here and there the poet, who in 
some communities replaces the silversmith, in others 
the schoolmaster. This dozen of individuals is maintained 
at the expense of the whole community. If the population, 
increases, a new community is founded, on the pattern of 
the old one, on unoccupied land. The whole mechanism 
discloses a systematic division of laboig; but division like 
that in manufactures is impossible, since the smith and 
the carpenter, etc., find'an unchanging market 1 , and at the 
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most there occur, according to the sizes of the villages, 
two or three of each, instead of one. The law that regulates, 
the division of labour in the community acts with the 
irrestible authority of a law of Nature, at the same time 
that individual artificer, the smith, the carpenter, and so on, 
conducts in his workshop all the operations of his handi¬ 
crafts in the traditional way, but independently, and without 
recognizing any authority over him. The simplicity of the 
organisation for production in these self-sufficing communites 
that constantly reproduce themselves in the same form, and 
when accidentally destroyed, spring up again on the same 
spot and with the same name—this simplicity supplies the 
key to the secret of the unchangeableness of Asiatic 
societies, an unchangeableness in such striking contrast 
with the constanst dissolution and refounding of Asiatic 
States, and the never-ceasing changes of dynasty. The 
structure of the economical elements of society remains 
untouched by the storm-clouds of the political sky.

And this gentile constitution is wonderful in its childlike 
simplicity! Everything runs smoothly without soldiers, gen¬ 
darmes or police; without nobles, kings, governors, prefects 

or, judges^ without prisons; without trials.There can be 

no poor' and needy—the communistic household and-thfe 








gens know their obligations towards the aged, the sick and 
those disabled in war. All are free and equal—including the 
women.And the kind of men and women that are pro¬ 

duced by such a society is indicated by the admiration felt 
by all white men who came into contact with the uncorrupted 
Indians (), admiration of the personal 
dignity, straightforwardness, strength of character and bravery 
of these barbarians. 

We have witnessed quite recently examples of this bravery 
in Africa. The Zulu Kaffirs a few years ago, like the Nubians 
a couple of month ago—in both of which tribes gentile insti¬ 
tutions have not yet died out—did what no European army 

can do.This is what mankind and human society were, 

before class divisions arose. And if we compare their condi¬ 
tion with that of the overwhelming majority of civilized people 

i 

today, we will find an enormous gulf between the present- 
day proletarian and small peasant and the ancient free member 
of a gens. 

This is one side of the picture. Let us not forget, however, 

that this organization was doomed to extinction.The 

power of these primordial communities had to be broken, and 
it was broken. But it was broken by influences which from 
the outset appear to us as a degradation, a fall from the 
simile moral grandeur of the ancient gentle society. The lowest 
interests—base greed, brutal sensuality, sordid avarice, selfish 
plunder of common possessions—usher in the new, civilized 
society, class society; the most outrageous means—theft 
rape, deceit and treachery—undermine and topple the old* 
.classless gentle society. And, the new society, during all the 
2,500 years. of its existence, has never been anything but the 
development of the small minority at the expense of the 
exploited and oppressed great majority; and it is so today 
more khan ever before.

Caste discipline is maintained by the members of the 
community through their recognised leaders....Sometimes they 
hold offices with well-defined duties, but usually among the 
. functional castes, they form a standing committee, or panchayat , 
which deals with all branches of caste-discipline and other 
matters affecting the community. The decisions of the 
panchayat ate final and their authority is unquestioned. 
Minor breaches of caste-rules and restrictions can be expiated 
by a ceremony of purification and a feast to the fraternity: 
but for more serious offences, or for contumacy, the penalty is 
excommunication. A man against whom this sentenc e has 
been pronounced is cut off from all intercourse with his 
caste-fellows, who will neither eat nor smoke nor associate 
with him; he is shunned as a leper, and his life is "»<>f so 
miserable that he soon becomes eager to accept any con ditions 
that may be imposed upon him.

The mediaeval guild is simply an advanced form of the craft 
clan. The only structural difference between them is that 
membership of the guild is not determined by birth, except in 
so far as the son becomes eligible by following his father’s 
vocation ; and even the primitive clan commonly admits 
strangers by adoption. Since the craft clan is a widespread 
feature of the higher stages of tribal society, there is no 
difficulty in supposing that it existed in primitive Attica; 
and, even if it did not, at least there existed the primitive clans 
out of which the craft clans subsequently developed.

The whole of the codified law of the country—that is, the 
law contained in the codes of Manu, and in the treatises of 
the various schools of commentators who have written on 
that Code and greatly extended it—is theoretically connected 
together by certain ideas definite of a sacerdotal nature* 
But the most recent observation goes to prove that the 
portion of the law codified and the influence of this law are 



much less than was once supposed, and that large bodies of 
indigenous customs have grown up independently of the 
codified law. But on comparing the written and the 
unwritten law, it appears clearly that the sacerdotal motives 
which permeate the first have invaded it from without, and 
are of Brahminical origin.

In the pre-hunting stage there was no production, only simple 
appropriation of seeds, fruits, and small animals, and 
consequently there was no division of labour. With the 
invention of spear, however, hunting became the men’s task, 
while the women continued the work of food-gathering. 
This sexual division of labour is universal in hunting tribes, 
being due to the relative immobility of women during 
pregnancy and lactation. 

Hunting led to the domestication of animals. Instead of being 
killed the game was brought home alive and kept. 
Accordingly cattle-raising is almost everywhere men’s work. 
On the other hand, food-gathering led to the cultivation of 
seeds in plots adjacent to the settlement, and so garden tillage 
is women's work. Then, after the introduction of the cattle- 
drawn plough, agriculture was transferred to the men. In 
parts of Africa, where the plough is only a recent acquisition, 
the change-over can be seen taking place at the present day.

...it may be assumed that Saktism arose in India under the 
same social conditions as those under which Astarte was 
conceived in Syria, Cybele in Asia Minor, and Isis in Egypt. 
Regarding the origin of Astarte, Professor Paton writes — 
“There is a large body of evidence to show that the Semites 
before their separation passed through a matriarchal stage of 
society. In such a society the chief deity of the tribe must 
have been conceived as a counterpart of the human 
matriarch...This view is confirmed by the fact that all those 
traits which are oldest and most permanent in the character 
of Ashtart-Ishtar are those which for other reasons we must 
predicate of the ancient Semitic tribal mother.” In Asia 
Minor, the home of the cult of the Great Mother Cybele, 
matriarchate,...a social system which traces descent and 
transmits property through women and not through men, 
“lingered in Lycia down to historical period ; and we may 
conjecture that in former times it was widely spread through 
Asia Minor” (Frazer). In Egypt, the home of Isis, “the 
archaic system of mother-kin, with its preference for women 
over men in matters of property and inheritance, lasted down 
to Roman times” (Frazer). 

The Sahta conception of the Devi as Adyasakti , ‘the 
primordial energy/ and Jagadamba , ‘the mother of the 
universe/ also very probably arose in a society where 
matriarchate or mother-kin was prevalent.

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Definite economic power was first placed in the hands of men 
by the domestication of animals, which are always regarded 
as appertaining to the province of the hunter, and by the 
development of pastoral societies. That power has commonly 
been used to buy off the claims of women and of their 
families to the allegiance and services of husbands ; women 
are purchased for cattle, and patriarchal society with 
patrilocal marriage becomes inevitably established among 
pastoral peoples. Where, on the other hand, agriculture, 
which from the first has been the province of women, has 
developed on an important scale without any intervening 
pastoral stage, the matriarchal order has often persisted and 
has even become accentuated in relatively advanced phases 
of culture. This has been the case in North America, where 
no domestication of animals has taken place, and most 
conspicuously among those tribes, such as the Iroquois and 
the Pueblos, in which agriculture attained in the hands of 
women an important development. Similarly, the matriarchal 
order is found persisting among the peoples of Indonesia, 
and of Micronesia, where the culture of rice and of paddy 
supply the staple means of subsistence and pastoral condi¬ 
tions have not existed. The matriarchal character of society 
has been preserved among many African peoples who have 
remained chiefly agricultural. This happened notably in 
Egypt which owed its wealth and culture to the Nile and to 
the fields which it fertilised, and where pastoral property 
never attained to any degree of importance. Elsewhere the 
stage of highly developed agriculture has been reached only 
after passing through a purely pastoral phase of long duration, 
as with the ‘Aryans’ of India and the Semites of Western 
Asia, who were driven by the desiccation of their pastoral 
lands towards the great alluvial plains, the granaries of the 
world. Among the Semitic nations of Western Asia women 
retained many relics of their primitive influence; their 
position, specially in earlier times, was very far from one of 
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degradation and oppression. The code of Hammurabi shows 
countless provisions protecting the status of women, more 
particularly of priestesses; women could own property, 
homes, slaves; they conducted business and commerce, and 
could plead in court. Yet the contrast of Babylonian society 
with Egypt is sharp and conspicuous in this respect; “the 
man is more important than the woman, the father than the 
mother, the husband than the wife.” Assyrian pictorial 
art, in glaring contrast with that of Egypt, scarcely even 
represents a woman ; only once the queen of Ashurbanipal 
appears in a court picture at Kuyunijk by the side of her lord. 
That subordinate position of women becomes in time more 
pronounced. The development of agriculture in its most 
productive from in those societies which were originally 
pastoral, instead of raising the economic power and importance 
of the earth-cultivating women, has accentuated beyond 
measure the already established supremacy of the owners of 
flocks and herds, and given rise to the most pronounced type 
of patriarchal society.

Mother Earth has scarcely any place in the cosmological or 
religious conceptions and rites of peoples in pre-agricultural 
stages. Even far above the level of primitive culture, where 
advanced material and intellectual civilization has been 
’ stained by peoples who have never truly become cultivators 
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of the soil, Mother Earth plays no part. The Hindu Aryans, for 
example, developed the highest type of Oriental civilization 
and culture without ever becoming agriculturists. It was as a 
society of pastoral warriors that they established themselves 
in the fertile plains of Northern India ; they never took up 
the cultivation of the soil, leaving it to the native inhabi¬ 
tants ; and, indeed, they, like all pastoral warriors, profoundly 
despised agriculture as the occupation of the conquered races. 
The Laws of Manu forbid agricultural work to members of 
Brahminical and warrior castes. “Some declare that agriculture 
is something excellent”, states the official codes of Brahminical 
Laws, “but that means of subsistence is blamed by the 
virtuous". A Brahmin at the present day will not so much 
touch a plough. In Vedic literature, accordingly, and in 
Hindu religion we find no great Earth Mother.--Goddesses 
occupy a subordinate position in Vedic religion.

It is important to observe that the magic of human fecundity 
attaches to the process, not to the result—to the lochial 
discharge, not to the child itself ; and consequently all fluxes 
of blood, menstrual as well as lochial, are treated alike as 
manifestations of the life-giving power inherent in the female 
sex. In primitive thought menstruation is regarded, quite 
correctly, as a process of the same nature as childbirth. 

This magic is ambivalent. Its potency makes it something to 

be dreaded.From one aspect the woman who may not be 

approached is inviolable, holy; from another aspect she is 
polluted, unclean. She is what the Romans called sacra, 
sacred and accursed. And hence in patriarchal society, after 
woman has lost her control of religion, it is the negative 
aspect that prevails. 

These ideas are universal. There is no sphere of human life 
in which a greater uniformity can be observed than in the 
treatment of menstrual and puerperal women, The subject is 





discussed at length by Briffault, who has collected examples 

from every branch of human race and every stage of 
culture. 

Aristotle, Pliny, and other naturalists, ancient and medieval, 
believed that the embry# is formed from the blood retained 
in the uterus after the stoppage of menstruation. This is the 
blood of life. Hence the commonest method of placing 
persons or things under a taboo—menstrual, lochial, or any 
other interdict formed on this original pattern—is to mark 
them with blood or the colour of blood. And in keeping 
with the ambivalent nature of the taboo itself, this sign of 
blood has the double effect of forbidding contact and impar¬ 
ting vital energy. It is a worldwide custom for menstruating or 
pregnant women to daub their bodies with red ochre, which 
serves at once to warn the men away and to enhance their 
fertility. In many marriage ceremonies the bride’s forhead is 
painted red—a sign that she is forbidden to all men save 
her husband and a guarantee that she will bear him 
children. This is the origin of cosmetics. Among the 
Valenge, a Bantu tribe, every woman keeps a pot of red 
ochre, which is sacred to her sex and used to paint her face 
and body for ceremonial purposes. Of the many occassions 
for which she needs it, the following may be noted. At the 
end of her confinement both mother and child are anointed 
with it: in this way the child will live and the mother is 
restored to life. At initiation the girl is painted red from 
head to foot: so she is born again and will be fruitful. At the 
conclusion of mourning, after stepping over a fire, the widow 
is painted the same colour : so she returns from the contamina¬ 
tion of death. 

Red is renewal of life. That is why the bones from upper 
palaeolithic and neolithic interments are painted red. The 
symbolism becomes quite clear when we find, as we commonly 
do, that the skeleton has been laid in the contracted or 
uterine posture. Smeared with the colour of life, curled up 
like a babe in the womb—what more could the primitive 
man do to ensure that the soul of the departed would be 
born again ?

In the earliest phases of human society collective labour was 
a condition of survival. Food-gathering and hunting, at a 
low technical level, requird many hands. There was no 
danger in too many, because the surplus could always move 
away, but too few meant death. Production of the means of 
subsistence was inseparable from the reproduction of the 
group itself. And if the technique of production was precari¬ 
ous, so was that of reproduction. The infant mortality of 
the primitive peoples is enormous. The magical rites that 
cluster everywhere round the event of childbirth sprang from 
material necessity. 

Similar conditions recur at a higher level with the discovery 
of agriculture...The crops, tended labouriously by the women, 
were blessed or blighted by the goddess of childbirth.

so often placed in opposition to the Tantra by English writers. 
The Sudr'a and woman are under none of the Vaidik bans. 
What, again, can be finer than the high veneration of woman 
which the Tantra inculcates. The Sufi author of the Dabistan, 
describing, in the seventeenth century, the Shaktas, speaks of 
the Mother of the World in the following charmful passage : 
"This Maya is the maker of the productions of this world and 
of its inhabitants, and the Creator of the Spirits and of the 
bodies: the universe and its contents are born from Her: 
from respect of the said productions and of the mentioned 
effects She is entitled Jagadamba, or Mother of the Universe 
.. .This sect hold women in great esteem and call them Shaktis, 
and to ill-treat a Shakti —that is, a women—is held to be a 
crime." As H. H. Wilson also himself points out, women, as 
manifestation of the Great Cause of all, are entitled to respect 
and even to veneration. Whoever offends them incurs the 
wrath of Prakriti, Mother of all, whilst he who propitiates 
them offers worship to Prakriti Herself. And so, at a time 
when, as some allege, in accordance with the Vedas, the rite 
of Sati was being practised, and many a woman was being 
horribly oppressed, it was the Mahanirvana Tantra which for¬ 
bade it on the grounds above stated. In conformity, also, 
with these views, we find that according to the Tantra, alone 
of the great Shastras, a woman may be a spiritual teacher 
( guru ) and initiation by her achieves increased benefit.

In North America, when the com is attacked by grubs, mens¬ 
truating women go out at night and walk naked through the 
fields. Similar customs still survive among the European 
peasanty. Pliny recommended as an antidote to noiious 
insects that menstruating woman should walk through the 
fields with bare feet, loose hair, and skirts drawn up to the 
hips, Demokritos, according to Columella, held the same 



% 
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opinion: the women, he said, should run round the crop 
three times with bare feet and flowing hair. The idea was 
evidently to diffuse the fertile energy with which the female body 
was believed at such times to be charged. Elsewhere the energy is 
regarded as inherent in their sex. Among the Zulus, for exam¬ 
ple, the girls who perambulate must be naked but need not 
be actually menstruating at the time. This is the orgin of 
the well-known women’s rite of exposing the genitalia by 
drawing up the skirts—a rite which in Greece was especially 
associated with Demeter ; and the custom common to many 
Greek cults of female votaries walking in procession without 
shoes, headbands or girdles belongs to the same circle of 
ideas.

Among the Hidatsas, the women, at the corn festival, carried 
at the end of sticks samples of all vegitables which they 
cultivated...They proceeded with them to the lodge.

The men, in 
this instance, performed the fertilising function, but the 
festival was, we are told, ‘initiated by the women’.

The Irish wake is a familiar example of the practice of drink¬ 
ing to celebrate death. In West Africa the Tshi people drink 
heavily during the fast which follows a death, and the mour¬ 
ners are generally intoxicated. The same is the case among 
the Yorubas. But it is chiefly after the funeral that drinking 
is the rule of the feast. 

At funerals among the Woolwa Indians there is much drink¬ 
ing of mishla. A long line of cotton is stretched, like a 
telegraph wire, from the house of the dead, where the drinking 
takes place, to the burial ground where the body has been 
deposited. ‘I have seen the white thread following the course 
of the river for many miles, crossing and recrossing the 
stream several times’. As soon as a Bangala man dies, the 
family gets in a large supply of sugar-cane wine. Dancing 
and drinking are carried on for three or four days and nights, 
or until the wine is finished. The Guiana Indians drink and 
dance at the funeral feast. 

Among the Tshinyai of the Zambesi the native beer, pombe, 
plays a considerable part in post-funeral rites. For the 
ceremony of Bona, a large quantity is prepared. Holes are 
bored above the grave and pombe is poured in. In one 
hole, in front of'the house where the grave is, the mourners 
wash their hands with pombe. As the procession retires, a 
widow of the deceased (she is called musimo, the spirit) 
her head covered with calico, constantly calls out for pombe , 
which she drinks beneath the covering. At the house of the 
head widow, a large hole is dug and well-cemented. This is 
filled with pombe, and every one lies down and drinks it 

without help of spoon or vessel. A feast follows consisting

At Tipperah weddings the bride recives a glass of liquor from 
her mother. She takes this to the bridegroom, sits on his 
knee, and, after drinking some of the liquor, gives the rest 
to him. .. .Among the Nakri Kunbis of Thana, liquor is given 
to the pair when the wedding ceremony is completed. The 
girl relatives of the Khyoungtha bride bar the entrance to 
the village against the bridegroom with a bamboo. Across 
this he has to drink with them a loving cup of fraternity 
before he is allowed to enter. At weddings in Morocco the 
priest hands to the pair a cup of wine which he has blessed. 

.Among the Larkas, a cup of beer is given to each of the 

two parties; they mix the beer and then drink it. This 
completes the marriage. In the Moluccas, Japan, Bengal, 
Brazil, Russia, Scandinavia and many other districts of Europe, 
the bridal pair drinks, as the marriage ceremony or part of it, 
wine or beer from one vessel. At Beni-Israil weddings the 
bridegroom pours wine into the bride's mouth. In Korea and 
China the pair drink wine from two cupsr which are tied 
together by a red thread. In Christian countries the rite is 
separated from the ceremonial proper, but is carried out 
independently when the pair receive together the wine of the 
Communion, which is to be partaken of immediately or 
soon after the marriage itself. Among the Gonds, the res¬ 
pective fathers of the bridal pair drink together*

The later Lokayatas or the Carvakas also believed that this 
body was the self, but the difference between them and the 
dehatmavadins referred to in the Chandogya is that they 
admitted -‘another world” where die bodies rose from the 
dead and prospered in the fine clothes, ornaments and food

so far changed that it was argued that since the self and the 
body were identical and since the body was burnt after death,

Their date, however, it is impossible to determine with any 
precision. The existing treatises are probably for the most 
part at least reproductions with additions and variations of 
older works which are no longer extant. In their present 
form they are usually ascribed to the 6th. or 7th. cen. of our 
era, but they may be considerably later. Tantrik usages and 
popular formulas were current and practised in a much 
earlier age ; they belong to a type of thought that is primitive 
and among primitive peoples varies little in course of the 
centuries'*' *.

Tantrism is neither Buddhist nor Hindu in origin. : it seems to 
be a religious undercurrent, originally independent of any 
abstruse metaphysical speculation, flowing on from an obscure 
point of time in the religious history of India. With these 
practices and yogic processes, which characterise Tantrism as 
a whole, different philosophical, or rather theological, systems 
got closely associated in different times...

Side by side with the commonly known theological 
speculations and religious practices, there has been flowing 
in India, an important religious undercurrent of esoteric yogic 
practices from a pretty old time; these esoteric practices, when 
associated with the theological speculations of the Saivas and 
the Saktas, have given rise to Saiva and Sakta Tantrism; when 
associated with the Buddhistic speculations, have given rise 
to the composite religious system of Buddhist Tantrism; and 
again, when associated with the speculations of Bengal Vais- 
navism, the same esoteric practices have been responsible for 
the growth of the esoteric Vaisnavite cult, known as the 
Vaisnava Sahajia movement.

eternally embraces his sakti, Tara or Bhagavati. From this

erotic conception of the nature of being or the divine being 
it follows that, in order to actualize bis real divine nature, the 
ascetic must perform the rites of union with a woman (yogini, 
mudra ) who is the personification of Bhagavati, who is 
Bhagavati herself; as it is said, buddhatvam yosidyonisamasritam, 
‘Buddhahood abides in the female organ'.The most cons¬ 

picuous topic of this literature is what is called the stripuja, 
'worship of women’ : disgusting practices, both obscene 
and criminal, including incest, are a part of this puja, which is 
looked upon as the true, heroic behaviour, (dushbarachirya') of 
a bodhisattva , as the fulfilment of the perfect virtues. 
Buddhist mythology and mysticism are freely mixed with 
saktas: the semen is the five Buddhas, etc...

To the student who cares to track the devious course of the 
human mind in its gropings after truth, it is of some interest 
to observe that the same theoretical belief in the sympathetic 



influence of the sexes on vegetation, which has led some 
peoples to indulge their passions as a means of fertilising the 
earth, has led others to seek the same end by directly opposite 

means.If we ask why it is that similar beliefs should 

logically lead, among different peoples, to such opposite modes 
of conduct as strict chastity and more or less open debauchery, 
the reason, as it presents itself to the primitive mind, is 
perhaps not far to seek. If rude man identifies himself, 
in a manner, with nature; if he foils to distinguish the 
impulses and processes in himself from the methods which 
nature adopts to ensure the reproduction of plants and 
animals, he may leap to one of two conclusions. Either he 
may infer that by yielding to his appetites he will thereby 
assist in the multiplication of plants and animals ; or he may 
imagine that the vigour that he refuses to expend in reproducing 
his oum kind, will form as it were a store of energy whereby 
other creatures, whether vegitable or animal, will somehow benefit 
in propagating their species. Thus from the same crude 
philosophy, the same primitive notions of nature and life, 
the savage may derive by different channels a rule either of 
profligacy or of asceticism.

Their social organization presents one of the most perfect 
examples still surviving of matriarchal institutions, carried out 
with a logic and thoroughness which, to those accustomed to 
regard the status and authority of the father as the foundation 
of society, are exceedingly remarkable. Not only is the 
mother the head and source and only bond of union of the 
family ; in the most primitive parts of the hills, the Synteng 
country, she is the only owner of real property, and through 
her alone is inheritance transmitted. The father has no kin¬ 
ship with his children, who belong to their mother’s clan.’** 

The Khasis have a saying, 'From the Woman sprang the clan' 
This does not leave much scope for the man. As a husband 
he is a stranger to his wife’s people, who refer to him curtly as 
a 'begetter .'' 1 ®

After the treatment of the views of the lokayata nastikas , the 
Sutra-kritanga-sutra treats of the Samkhyas. In this connec¬ 
tion Silanka says that there is but little difference between the 
lokayata and the Samkhya, for though the Samkhyas admit 
souls, these are absolutely incapable of doing any work, and 
all the work is done by prakriti which is potentially the same 
as the gross elements. The body and the so-called mind is 
therefore nothing but the combination of the gross elements, 
and the admission of separate purusas is only nominal. Since 
such a soul cannot do anything, and is of no use ( akimcitkara ), 
the Lokayatas flatly deny them.

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The basic meaning of the word moira is a share or portion. As 
John the Deacon remarked in his commentary on Hesoid, 
the Moirai (goddesses of Fate) are "dispensations.” or 
"divisions”. With moira is associated another word, 
lachos, a portion given or received by the process of 
casting lots. One of the Moirai bore the name of Lachesis, 
the goddess of Allotment, In this sense lachos is 
synonymous with kleros, which, commonly used of a lot or 
holding of land, originally denoted a piece of wood used 

for casting lots.The land was to be distributed by lot 

among the tribes, and the territory of each tribe was to be 
subdivided by lot among the "Families” or clans. In the 
seventh Olympian, Pindar relates how the island of Rhodes 
was divided into three moirai by the sons of Helios. That 
these three moirai correspond to the three immigrant tribes is 

clear from the Homeric version of the same tradition. 

Booty was distributed in the same- way. Just as the island of 
Rhodes, allotted to Helios, is described by Pindar as his lachos

or geras, his lot or his privilege, so the same terms—moira or 
lachos, geras or time —are applied to the share of the spoil’s 
allotted to each warrior. The process of distribution is called 
as before a dasmos ; and just as the king received a temenos 

which was "set apart" for him, so in the distribution of booty 
he received a “chosen gift” reserved from the general allot¬ 
ment. And here, too, the ultimate authority seems to have 
been vested in the people. 

Plutarch goes on to remark that the equality of the common 
meal was destroyed in course of time by the growth of luxury 
(he should, rather, have said the growth of private pro¬ 
perty ) but persisted in the public distribution of meat at 
state sacrifices...It may therefore be concluded that in its 
application to food, booty and land the idea of Moira reflects 
the collective distribution of wealth through three successive 
stages in the evolution of tribal society. Oldest of all was 
the distribution of food, which goes back to the hunting 
- period. Next came the distribution of chattels and inanimate 
movables acquired by warfare, which was a development of 
hunting; and, last, the division of land for purposes of 
agriculture. 
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The use of the lot was, of course, a guarantee of equality, 
The goods were divided as equally as possible, and then the 
portions were distributed by a process which, since it lay out¬ 
side human control, was impartial.

The individual among savages has but a thin and 
meagre personality; high emotional tension is to him only 
caused and maintained by a thing felt socially ; it is what the 
tribe feels that is sacred, that is matter for ritual.

There is a good deal in the Indian ritual which is in accord 
with the theory of a vegetation ritual....The obscenity of the 
tonversation, Oldenberg suggests, is possibly due to vegetation 
magic, and this Is no doubt its function, as in the dialogue of 
a hetaria and a Brahmacarin at the Mahavrata, rather than 
an ‘entertainment of the gods or the remains of popular 
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freedom of speech...The ritual was not in the Brahmana 
period consciously a vegetation ritual, but this does not 
disprove the possibility that this was part of its original 
character.

The anthropomorphism of Varuna’s personality is more fully 
developed on the moral than the physical side. The descrip¬ 
tions of his person and his equipment are scanty, more stress 
being laid on his personality. 

The spies ("*W) of Varuna are sometimes mentioned. They 
sit down around, him (1.24.13). They behold the two 
worlds; acquainted with sacrifice they stimulate prayer 

(7.87.3). 

In marked contrast with Indra, Varuna has no myths related 
of him, while much is said about him (and Mitra) as upholder 

of physical and moral order.They are the guardians of 

the whole world (2.27.4).The order (TO)of Mitra and 

Varuna is established where the steeds of the sun are loosed 

(5.62.1.)." 

As a moral govembr Varuna stands far above any other deity. 
His wrath is roused by sin, the infringement of his ordinances, 
which he severely punishes (7.86.3-4). The fetters () 
with which he binds sinners, are often mentioned (1.24.15, 
etc). They are cast sevenfold and threefold, ensnaring the 
man who tells lies, passing by him who^tpeaks truth (A.V. 
416.6.). Mitra and Varuna are barriers, furnished with 

many fetters, against falsehood (7.65.3).Together with

falsehood (1.151. 2, etc).On the other hand, Varuna is

gracious to the penitent. He unties like a rope and, removes 
sin (2. 28.5 ; 5.85.7-8). He releases not,only from the sins 
which men themselves commit, but from those committed by 
their fathers (7.86. 5).

But more important than these physical attributes of the god 
are his moral qualities, his control of the order of the world 
in its ethical aspect no less than in its physical, his connexion 
with the worshipper -as the saviour in time of peril and 
distress, the freer from sin, the merciful god, as well as the 
punisher of the sinner.

It must be admitted that the figure of Varuna does not 
increase in moral value in the course of the development 
of the Vedic religion...Varuna is remembered as the god who 

has fetters and becomes in the Brahmanas a dreaded god, whose 
ritual in some measure is assimilated to that of the demons 
and the dead. After the performance of the bath, which ends 
the Agnistoma sacrifice, the performer turns away and does 
not look back to escape from Varuna's notice 1 , and in the 
ceremony of that bath when- performed after the horse 
sacrifice, a man of peculiar appearance is driven into the water 
and an offering made on his head, as being a representative 
of Varuna*: this form of the expulsion of evils, which is a 
common idea throughout the world, shows Varuna reduced to 
a somewhat humble level, and degraded from his Rigvedic 
eminence.

It has an almost exact parallel in the English word ‘craft’, 
which in its old significance meant ‘occult power, magic’, 
then ‘skilfulness, art’ on the one hand and ‘deceitful skill, 
wile’ on the other. The good sense of Maya, like that of 
asura (which might be rendered by ‘mysterious being’) is 
mainly connected with Varuna and Mitra, while its bad sense 
is reserved for demons.
